Much Speculation as to President's 
Recommendationi

WMbiofton, April 4.— The opinion, 
almost univenally tield In Waihing- 

ton by leading public men and dlplo 
mats, is that the crisis will reach Its 
climax this week and that the qucs 
tlon of war or peace will be deter 
mined within the next seven days. 

Senators and representatives met 
and conferred all day Sunday about 
the gravity of the situation and at 
the White House the president; Qon- 
sulted with several members of his 
cabinet and other confidential advisers 
regarding the message which be is 
prtparlng to send to congress. 

At the state, war and navy build- 
Ings active work was going on, and 
altogether It was a day of suppressed 
feeling. 

No absolute day has been yet an- 
nounced when the message is to be 
sent to congress, and all that seems 

to be absolutely certain is that It will 
go in Tuesday poesibly, but more 
probably Wednesday or perhaps 
Thursday. 

In addition to the physical woric of 
preparing the comprehensive docu- 
ment upon which the president ex- 
pects to rest America's case with the 
world, there are other reasons why 
those In charge of the war prepara- 
tions will welcome every hour's delay. 

War material which we have or- 
dered abroad is not yet shipped, and 
the factor!^ in this country, which 
are at work day and nli^t making 
powder and pKxiMtllM, are aaxloua 
for delay. 

Some of the factories in Connecticut 
with contracts have telegraphed Rep- 
reflentatlve HUl uftittt all the delay 
possible. They say every day now Is 
precious. 

nlvargence nt Opinion. 

There is still a divergeoce of opin- 
loB M to what the prealdent will rec- 
ommend in his message. Indeed 
there seems to be still a question as 
to whether the president will make 
any specific recommendations. 

Some of hla most Intimate friends, 
however, assert emphatically that his 
recemmendations will be speclllc and 
Tigorous, and such that his party and 
the country could willingly follow 
when he points the way. 

One of these said that the president 
In his strong desire for peace and bis 
earnest hope that war might possibly 
be avoided, was yielding somewhat to 
the aentiment of the leaders of his 
party and the country. He has not 
given up hope yet that hostilities may 
be averted. 

There are those who believe the 
president has not made up his mind 
as to the exact course he will pursue 
and there seems to be a question as 
to whether the consular reports and 
the diplomatic correspondence are to 
be traagmltted with the meaaage. 

The suspense caused by the neces 
sary delay in the preparation of the 
message is very trying upon members 
of both houses, and the most univer- 
sally discusaed aoMtioa In Washing- 
ton is whether congress can be re- 
strained until the message is trans- 
mitted. 

All realize the difficult and arduous 
task of preparing our case for the 
world's inspection, and the care which 
must be exercised, and there seems to 
be no (tli^posltiOB ta "unduly" hMten 
the president. 

The party leaders are extremely 
anxious to avoid a breach with the 
executive such as would occur if con- 
gress were to take the Initiative. 

After a careful canvass of the situ- 
ation they believe the radical Repub- 
licans can be held in line a few days 
longer — until Wednesday at least. 

The Republlcaiia of the hou.se com- 
mittee on foreign affairs tiave held 
Infomwl meetings and have vnwticai- 
ly agreed to r^Stt resolution of a 
tenor similar to tlHtt agreed upon by 
the foreign relatloM comaltt— of the 
senate.

Hampton Roads, April 4.— The prac 
tical completion of a flying squadron 
of the American navy by the assign- 
ment of Commodore W. 8. Schley to 
take charge, and nis acceptance, as 
marked by his active operation of 
Monday last, is an epoch-making 
event In the history of tbe present 
difficulty. 

No other action of this government 
since the Maine dis.ister so actively 
determines, the fact that actual war- 
fare has been expected.

But flying squadrons are the direct 
outcome of dangerous war c<mditions; 
are not necessities of standing navies 
in time of peace, and are expeditions 
of an extraordinary nature created 
only 'when the government fully de- 
cides that there is fear of an attack 
or that the time is ripo for nn attack 
from liere. It is therefore n(<t only 
possible, but highly probable, that the 
work is cut out for it 

The fleet partially gathered, and al 
together proposed, thai, will bear this 
euphonioiiM title, was one of the most 
formidable that can be gathered to- 
gether by any nation. Egotistically In 
favor of the United States as that 
statement may be, the facts bear it 
out. In a voyai<e rate of speed, in ar 
mored protection, in caliber and num- 
ber of guns and in flghting quality 
and discipline of men it can be proven 
that the composition of this flying 
squadron in superior, point of num 
bers being equal, to any orfaoliatlon 
of a like nature to be formed by a 
foreign power. 

Not Ma<ih Sliow l°or Ilrr. 

When on Monday moniiny Commo- 
dore Schley raised his flag on the 
Brooklyn, evidence of an unmlstaka 
ble character was apparent that every 
man, from stoker to commandant, 
was not only fearless of battle, but 
courted it and hoped it would come 
The small caliber gun that flred the 
commodore's salute with blank car 
trldges sanK out a high-pitched paean 
of welcome and peace. 

About the land-lockfd water of 
Hampton Roads, where . 85 years ago 
the Ifooitor and Merrimac fought 
their terrible battle, suushine touched 
the hills. Just assuming their emerald 
garb, and nature awoke, after her hi 
bematiOB, caressing the hills, spok^ 
only of peace. But as the smoke blows 
by, in every eye was the kindling 
spark of vengeance for fellow seamen 
burled to 4*ath and the hope that the 
caaaoBS' every note might be changed 
to the dreadful one of war. And If 
war comes, what of this squadron? 

In tbe makeup of the flying squad- 
ron speed and flghting qualities have 
been considered. A summary of the 
points in compari.^oii with those of the 
best boats that Spain can offer in 
making up a siaiUar squadroD fol- 
lows: : 

Brooklyn. 9,871 tons. 18,000 horse- 
power, 22 knots; Columbia, 6,375 tons, 
12,000 horsepower, 23 knots; Massa- 
chusetts, 10,288 tons, 9,000 horsepower, 
17 knoU; Minneapolis. 7.876 tons. 11,- 
000 horsepower,' 8SH knots. 

The four best armored cruisers that 
Spain has, compared with this fleet 
of flyers, would be as follows: 

Viscaya, 7.000 tons, 1^.000 horse- 
power, 10 knots; tufanta Maria, 7,000 
tons, 13,000 horsepower, 20 knots; Pe- 
iayo, 9,900 tons, 8,000 horsepuwer, 16 
knots; Oquendo, 7,000 tons. 18,000 
000 horsepower. 80 kaots. 



The total displacement toaaage of 
the I'nited States flying squadron is 
43,l()'j, and of the Spanish only 30,900. 
Tbe average horsepower of the United 
States vessds is 12,600. and that of the 
Spanish 11,750. Tie average rate of 
speed of the four United States ships 
is 21 ."J-R knots \)rr hour, while the 
Spanish fleet has to content Itself with 
19 knots. 

It is possible that, the battleship 
Massachusetts, being somewhat slow- 
er than the rest of the fleet, will be 
supplanted in the squadron by the 
New York, and the average of speed 
and fast flghting capabilities of tlM| 
squadron will be Increased. 

It must be remembered that the 
Brooklyhand New York are two of the 
finest types of flghting oiachlnes in 
the world, having their main batteries 
supplied with rapid-fire guns with 
which very few warships are equipped 
except In a secondary battery. 

Tbe great point of vantage of this 
fleet, however, is In thickness of ar- 
mor, caliber of guns and the flghting 
qualities of the men. Tin le are five 
13- inch guns on tbe proposed Amer- 
ican flying squadron, while the whole 
Spanish navy has not one. and only 
two 12-inch guns. Of 12-inch guns 
our squadron has four, and of 8-inch 
puns 14. ■ 

Spain's four selected vessels have 
five 11-inch -pmB and the rest are 
mainly 5-lnch. These are points of 
advantaiie that ComnKxlore Schley's

Argamenta were being pre- 
pared for his inspection hy distinguished 
lawyers, who had retainers, and the ar- 
gument wonld be along the line that 
there is no eauae for war, in that Congress 
has no right to declare war without the 
consent of the President ; and that there 
are no precedents for any of the things 
wiiich are now contemplated.

"Tho distribution ot Federal pie ainon>r 
KeiiliiL-ky Republicans is cauBin^ prema- 
ture activity in Cong^ressiooal race in sev- 
eral districts. ConKressmaa Pugh seems 
to have suffered most from the usual 
efiects of acting aa chief dispenser of 
■polls, and information here is to the 
effect that the Oonftreaanan from the 
Nintli District will niti up against the 
biggest crowd of disappointed office-seek- 
ers in his race for renomination that vill 
lie encountered by any member of the 
present delegation. Pugh is not, like the 
average politician, all things to all men. 
He does not engage in double denling, 
and there are few of his enemies who 
charge him with having dialled out prom- 
ises which he did not fulfdl. lie picked 
out his men for postmasters, storekeep- 
ers, gaugers, and landed thera with- 
out apology to the big crowd who were 
necessarily tnmed down. He has made 
a creJitable Represen ative in Congress 
and there is no particular objection to 
him, ezoept that he was not able to 
pletM eveijrbody in giving out ofHces. 

"RepresentaUve Robert 0. Myers, of 
Greenup, is thought to be Pngh's most 
formidable opponent at this time. He 
comes from the northeastern portion of 
the district and is expected to carry most 
of the Big Sandy counties. Dr. J. A. 
Logan, of Garter County, is also a strong 
entry, lie is largely interested in mining 
and manufacturing industries in several 
of the counties of the district and is very 
]>oi(ular personally. There will be sev- 
eral other candidates. The district gave 
Pogh a majority of only 800 in 1896 and 
his opponents claim that it would be folly 
to nominate him in the face of the bitter 
leeling existing In many counties as a re- 
sult of patronago quarrels. The selection 
of l^oslio (Jombs, of Lexington, for Pen- 
sion Agent, is said to be a very black eye 
for Pugli in Ilia race for ro-election."

Brann, who bas a wide reputation as 
the editor of the Iconoclast, died from 
the effect of ballet wowids rM«iT«d In 
a street duel. 
It WM a remarkable death leene, and 
who were present say the picture 
one hard to be forgotten. 
Brann'i death ie the result of an en 
rotinter in which he fatally wounded 
bia antagonist. Captain M. T. Davis, 
The flght was the latest of a long series 
of similar tragic affairs in which Brann 
has bcrii a participant or Waf mOre or 
less directly concerned. 

His ▼itrlollc style of personal Joar 
nallsm was the chief factor. 

The flght with Captain Darla took 
place on the street, the weapons being 
revolvers. 

Each of the combataata received 
three bullets. Three neooombatants 
were each slightly wonaded. Brann 
died from iBtemal bleeding of the 
lungs. 

Captain Davis is siifTerinK in nrecise- 
ly the same way and bis death is ex- 
pected at any moment The particu- 
lar motive in this case was the extraor- 
dinary attack by Brann in his paper, 
on the chastity of tiio ntudents at Bay- 
lor naiversity, Waco, Tex. 

Among the students of the university 
were the two daughters of Captain Da- 
via When the two men met on the 
street, they had some words drew re- 
volvers, and the firing of both followed 
almost instantly.
